- [urfites are anxiously looking forward to their annual sojourn in 
Sussex during the Goodwood, Brighton, and Lewes race weeks, Those 
series of meetings commence next Tuesday, the induction of course 
being made in the ducal park. The “ outing” ig certainly a pleasant 
one, but the Goodwood trystings are not now what they were under 
the Bentinck dynasty; and the Cup and Stakes are every season be- 
coming more and more redolent of chicanery. For two successive 
yeara now have the public been hoodwinked and fleeced by the 
Gladiatour stable ; and not until the very last shilling could be got out 
of them was the Frenchman struck out of the Cup. There is really 
nothing the matter with the animal, for he goes 48 freely over the tan 
as ever hostrided in his life, and pulls up apparently quite. sound, On 
this point all the horse-watchers are unanimous. — ith regard to the 
Stakes itself, the milking has been quite as prolific as in preceding 
campaigns; for a great deal of money has successively been dropped 
over Othello, Nu, Forester, Slender, Lucifer, Potomac, and several 
others, and even now the Midia colt, La Fortune, and Surney look as 
if they had got a touch of the metallic fever, the only really genuine 
animals in the market for that race being The Special (said now to be 
the property of a Bolton gentleman), and Black Prince. With the 
continuance of the drought, we fear the fields of horses at Goodwood 
will be sadly deteriorated ; for it has been found absolutely necessary of 
late to materially ‘‘ ease ” the nage in their training. Nevertheless, the 
musterings for the Stewards’ ore the Nursery Stakes, and the Ches- 
terfield Oup, are not unlikely to be strong; an the various two-year- 
old events are bound to be particularly interesting, for we are pro- 
mised a peep at Summertime, Cerf, Volante, and other “dark” cele-

A New Bartatna Maonine ror Non-Swinmers.—This is still 
“the patent age for new inventions,” and amongst the newest we 
have eard of is Mr. Desens’ extraordinary apparatus that may be 
used either as a life preserver in cases whero there is danger of 
drowning or as a mere bathing machine to enable non-swimmers to 
move about with perfect ease and safety in deep water. On Saturday 
jast Mr. E. T. Smith, the proprietor of the Cremorne-gardens, added to 
the many amusements of the place a display of this newly-invented 
machine, After a considerable: delay Mr. Desens appeared and 
performed a number of evolutions in his curious contrivance, the 
construction of which appears to be very simple. It consists of a 
species of cot with a canvass bottom, on which the bather can recline 
at his ease. The sides are open net work through which the water 
flows freely, and the top rim being composed of thick cork, the whole 
is easily buoyed up. Then as tothe means of progression. At the bather’s 
feet are fitted two pieces of cork communicating with a screw, upon 
which they act by aswivel motion. This screw is not'only a propeller

The banks are a couple of inches thick with 
the “verdant” deposit left by the mimic tide, and now that there are 
reat fears of choleraic attacks, the matter is a crying evil. Swimming 
8 now both a fashionable and healthy amusement, and the most squea- 
mish must admit, in these days of travelling, the advantages of being 
an adept in the art. How is it then that the only place in this vast 
metropolis where open-air bathing is permitted should be in a state in 
comparison with which the worst of the despised and contemned 
Hampstead ponds was clear as crystal? Surely the Sanitary Com- 
missioners should see to this, as many first-rate men _ will 
not contend for the medals in the present condition of the Serpentine, 
and many of those “ gentlemen ” s0 liberal in their bestowal of blows 
on defenceless women and mere lads might be profitably employed in 
cleansing it. Hoping our readers will pardon this digression, we 
will now proceed with our account of the race. The entries for this 
race were G. Parrott, O. Whyte, Seymour, T. M. Evans, O. Stabback, 
H, Ward, A. Testar, D. Jackson, and M‘Garrick. However, Ward 
and M'‘Garrick did not start and seven only contended for the medal, 
which was very appropriate, containing on the obverse & well-exe— 
cuted bas-relief of Leander buffeting the turbulent Hellespont, and 
Hero cheering him to fresh exertion from the summit of a lofty 
tower. Onthe reverse side an inscription giving name of winuer 
and date. The second prize was also a silver ‘wed of smaller size 
with suitable legend, and the third man received a small money prize. 
The seven competitors ranged themselves on the grating, the course 
being to the kridge (1,000 yards), and at the word, “ Go,” which 
they received from Mr. Humphries, the well-known promoter of the 
science of natation, they made a pretty even start, Stabback being the 
last to take the water. On rising they were found to be all pretty level, 
put after a few strokes Seymour and Stabback both abreast to8k the 
wad, Parrott third, Whyte fourth, Jackson fifth, Evans and Testar 
being completely outpaced, gradually falling out of the race, and going 
ashore at three-quarters distance. Parrott now made a splendid dash, 
and caught the two foremost men, and in a few more strokes took the 
lead, swimming on his side in a very easy and clever manner. Seymour 
now fell back, and Jackson, Whyte, an Stabback were all in an even 
line for second piece at the receiving bouse of the Royal Humane 
Society, Parrott leading by 30 yards, and goingstill further away. 
Time 8min 17gec.) Whyte now took second place, Jackson third, 
tabback fourth, Seymour fifth, and in this order they continued to the 
finish, Parrott wirning easily in 18min 13sec, Whyte second, in 19min 
35eec., Jacke on, third, 20min 17s¢0, Stabback and Seymour coming up 
somelittle tame afterwards. 
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Game ProsPEcts.—Bad accounts, we regret to say, reach us from 
the North of England. The roporta from tee moors of Swaledale and 
Wensleydale augur ill for the coming grouse season. The brooding 
hens, the watchers report, have been dying for some time past in 
scores, and the mortality is still continuing at a frightful rate. The 
accounts from the Westmoreland and Durham moors, we regret to say, 
are neatly as unfavourable. The disease which is so fatal in its results 
is locally termed a distemper; but the cause is supposed, and it is be- 
lieved accurately, to be due to the severe weather in May last, which 
checked the tender shoots of the heather, upon which the birds so 
much depend for subsistence at that period of the year, and aleo for 
some time subsequently. In the south of Scotland, on the other hand, 
the grouse are healthy and abundant, The Ayr Observer states that 
in the extensive grousing districts near Ballantrae the grouse are un- 
usually plentiful.

‘Jl Trovatore” was somewhat unexpectedly put upon the boards 
here on Saturday night last. The very good reason for this proceed- 
ing was tho affording Mdme. Vilda an opportunity for making a first 
sppearance as Leonora. ‘I'he assumption was in every respect & suc- 
cess; the lady’s expressive acting and magnificent voice lending a 
new charm to the otherwise somewhat worn impersonation. Several 
of the well-known morceaux were encored with much more than the 
ordinary heartiness, and at the close, the delight of the audience was 
indicated by the summoning of Mdme. Vilda before the curtain twice, 
Signor Naudin made an excellent Manrico. Up to last night (Friday) 
the other performances of the week have been ‘‘Fra Diavolo,” “ Il 
Barbiere,” and “L’Etoile du Nord.” Last night was to have been 
produced Mozart's ‘Nozze di Figaro,” the performance of which on 
that and this evening will bring the season to a close. 

STRAND. 

On Saturday last, Mr. Burnand’s burlesque, “ Paris, or Vive Lom- 
priere,” which has been the leading attraction at this house right on 
since Easter, gave place to a revival of “ Kenilworth; or, Yo Queene, 
Yo Earle, and Ye Maydenne.” ‘ Kenilworth,” which of course ig 
taken fiom Sir Walter’s Scott’s novel, as originally produced, was one 
of the earliest of the burlesques that gave the speciality to this house. 
It was first produced in 1858, the management of Miss Swanborough, 
the predecessor of the present manageress, Mrs, Swanborongh, from 
the commencement of which dates the present fortunes of the house, 
being then but young. It is one of the two or three pieces of 
the kind thrown off by Messrs. Halliday and Lawrence, gentlemen 
who have since quite given up the trade. Times, indeed, have so 
changed since then that Mr, Holliday was yesterday to be found 
“pitching into” burlesque and burlesque writers in the pages of 
Temple Bar, and to-day, mirabile dictu! his name may be found in the 
list. of homilisté who winister to mankind in general, but more par- 
ticularly to working-mavkind, from the offices of the? British Work- 
man and Band of Hope Review. To be sure the paper that has been 
adopted by the white-chokered but well-meaning juntas of ‘* pure 
literature” purveyors, and acapital paper it is, was first published in 
All TheYear Round; but the juncture of what most people would look 
upon as extremes is none the less worthy of passing remark. We 
wonder if the amis broad-cloth clad gentlemen of the “ preachee- 

reachee” periodicals are ever troubled in their minds by the 
‘act that they number amongst their ‘select authors” he who 
burlesquéd ‘* Romeo and Juliet * for the Strand, and “did” “ Mr. 
Wilderspin” for the fast young men? There is no reason why they 
should be, but still knowing the capacity of their minds, and the awful 
spotlessness of their ‘ chokers,” we wonder. At such things we 
“Jike,” as Lord Dundreary did with regard to things in general, ‘‘ to 
wonder.” “Kenilworth,” as now revived, is ‘‘the latest edition of 
Kenilworth,” that is, it has been touched upand adapted to the times. 
The alterations are not many or material, and they might have been 
more with advantage. The burlesque is, as it was originally, chiefly 
commendable for the ekill with which the story has been preserved, 
while generally perverted to the purposes of burlesque, The jokes 
are, as compared with thoze of later specimens of the genous, sparse. 
Some of them, however, are good, and several of the psrodies, notably 
one on “The Ratcatcher’s Daughter” (‘* The story of the Garters”), 
capitally sung by Miss Rayuham,and another on “ Billy Taylor” (“Yes 
it is the Earl of Leicester ”) equally wellrendered by Miss Ada 8S wan- 
borough and Mr. 0. Fenton, are very neat. Tnechief merit of the piece, 
however, is that it affords more scope for acting than have, recent bur- 
leaques at this house, This‘ latest edition” seems to have been prepared 
by Mr. Halliday, Mr, Lawrence’s name not being mentioned in the bills. 
Of the acting we must say it struck us as being, upon 
the whole, tame, The present cast must perfurce suffer by comparison 
with the original cast, which included Miss Swanborough (not as the 
Era states Miss Ada Swanborough, but the first Miss Swanborough— 
in 1858 Miss Ada must have been plaguing her governesses at school ),— 
Miss M. Oliver, Miss Marie Wilton, Miss 0, Siunders, Miss Lavine, Mrs, 
Belby, Mr. J. Olarke and Mr, Bland, and to iosist upon such comparison 
would be unfair. But, judging simply from their previous achieve- 
ments, and at the sam» time taking into account the opportunities 
afforded thom for display by the authors, we do not think 
the actors either did themselves or the piece justice on Saturday 
night last. This is speaking generally, The Amy Robsart of Miss 
Ada Swanborough could scarcely have been better. If susceptible 
of improvement, it would be in the direction of a rendering little 
leas . boisterous, and a delivery both of the words and songs 
marked by a little less rapidity. The spirit and point that always 
render Miss Ada Swanborough’s burlesque impersonations so 
charming are not absent from this Iitest assumption, but in 
the case of Amy Robsart there 1s just © dash of melancholy required; 
a taste of Marianna of ‘the Moated Grange” in fact, asis indicated 
hy theauthors in the very key note of the character in the first scene. 
Tne original impersonator, Miss M. Oliver, gave due prominence to 
this languishiog air. ‘Iho Leicester of Miss Raynham was admi- 
rable. The lines were given with point, the songs with expression, 
the dances with grace, and the personation aud acting generally with 
spirit and artistic copsistency. The Wayland Smith of Mr. C. Fenton 
was also a capital and thorougbly humorous bit of acting. The 
Bir Walter Raleigh of Miss Hliee Holt (Miss Marie Wilton was the 
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original Sir Walter) shows improvement, and evinces, also, additional 
promise, The young lady—the very young lady as she seems to be 
—though as prominent in those amazing terpsichorean feats as ever, 
seems to depend not so exclusively upon her legs—wo mean dancing 
—as in some of her previous impersonations. Mr. David James's 
Varney (Mr. J. Olarke's original character) was, compared with what 
wethink him capable of in the part,tame. The part, however, should 
havo been given to Mr. Stoyle, if he is still of the company. We say 
“if” because we do not find him down for an appearance in any of 
the pieces now playing here. Mr. T. Thorne’s Queen Elizabeth (the 
Queen was originally played by Mrs. Selby) was, from the same 
point of view, still more tame. Miss E. Johnstone’s Tresillian (Miss 
O, Saunders’s old part), though nicely presented, and neatly ‘ danced, ” 
was also a tame, not to cay listless performance. Mr.H.J.Turner (the 
only one left of the original cast, if we recollect right) played Michael 
Lambourne with ‘great unction; and the little alloted to Misses Weal 
thersby and Gresham as the Duke of Sussex and Janot respectively 
was also well done. The“pieco has been supplied with new 
scerery by Mr. O. Fenton, the which evinces that gentleman’s 
usual taste, and secured for him several calls. The dresses are also, as 
usual at this house, very beautiful. The unmufiling of the brilliant 
Leicester was'the signal for a demonstration, which, from its prolon- 
gation, we weré afraid would culminate in the appearance in Cumnor 
Palace, of ‘‘ Mr. 8. May, Mrs, Richardson, and assistauts,” the cos- 
tumiers. The dancing is of a very sprightly character, and though, for 
our taste, there is a little too much of it, the house generally, and the 
gallery particularly, were vociferous in their askings ‘for more,” 
Encores were frequent, and bouquets profuse. The piece was well 
received, every one of the characters being brought before the curtain, 
aud the author summoned at theclose. The cry for the author was not 
responded to, but we fancy we descried Mr. Halliday ina private box 
with the Earl of Shaftesbury. The house was for this season of the 
year well attended. The boxes and stalls were not full, but the gallery 
was crowded. The piece will doubtless achieve a run that will goa 
long way towards bridging over the distance between this and Ohrist- 
mas, and this, as thiags go, it will deserve. ‘‘ The Weathercock” has 
been the opening piece, as last week, and H. J. Byron’s farce, 
“Timothy to the Rescue,” has been revived and played last In this 
latter Mr. Thomas Thorno appears in the principal character, the 
original representative of which was Mr. H. J. Byron himeelf.

A large and fashionable audience assembled hore on Monday night 
to witness Mr. D. D. Home’s assumption of the part of Henri de 
Neuville in Mr. Tom Taylor's play, Plot and Passion.” This was 
not exactly Mr. Home’s first appearance upon any stage, for it oun 
scarcely fail of being in the recollection of even the most oblivious to 
passing events, that the gentleman has attained some celebrity 
by certain performances in the ‘magic and mystery” line, i.e, 
spirit mediumship. Mr. D. D. Home’s entertainment was given, we 
believe, as is usual with such entertainments, ifone may rely upon their 
“programme” advertisements, “before most of the crowned heads of 
Europe,” and was then lost io the tintinabula of the next show. 
Under these circumstances Mr. Home appealed to his fashionable friends 
as a dramatic reader, and was much applauded, He now comes before 
them and the public as an actor, and the performance of Monday last 
was his first appearance in whatit is said he has some thoughts of 
adopting as a profession. If this is Mr. Home's determination, we 
must congratulats him upon his choice, and not only upon his choice, 
but upon the very fair promise of success that this first effort evinces. 
Mr. Home is evidently a finished elocutionist. And, in addition to this, 
his impersonation of De Neuville upon this occasion impressed us 
with the belief that he possesses considerable and varied powers of 6x- 
pression. In his style, perhaps the spirituel predominates. But, though 
a quiet intensity is the most promiuent feature, there are not wanting 
flashes indicative of power of a more demonstrative and grand kind. 
Mr. Home has a face capable of much expression, Attimes it has an 
almost angelic beauty, at others, however, it is hardened by a some- 
what portentous frown. His voice is similarly sympathetic, and, 
also similarly marred by an occasional harshness and hardness of tone. 
This hardness of treatment, which, though characterising only a por- 
tion of the delineation, was very palpable, doubtless appeared more 
conspicuously in the character of the creole, De Neuville, than it 
would have done in most other characters, and, so far, it may be said, 
that in choosing that character for his debut, Mr. Home did not choose 
wisely. Still, the character had its advantages. Most of the love 
passages were given with great effect; and more, with an absence of 
conventionality quite refreshing. In another respect. thecharacter of the 
chivalrous and impetuous creole was unsuited to Mr. Home's present 
acquirements as an actor, He has quite a stoop, and a timid and 
nervous tread, which while it would not be so much out of place in the 
cases of many of the love-lorn herees of the drama, in Henri de 
Neuville it is certainly out of place, By this we do not mean that Mr. 
Home's deportment is ungraceful. On the contrary, we think it is 
naturally the reverse of this. We simply mean that as yet Mr. Home 
ia so little practised in the mere mechanism of the actor’s art as to 
import into his part the student stoop of private life, and at times to 
betray some obliviousness in the posing of his limbs. Altogether, 
however, the imporsonationwas excellent, and, a3 we said before, 
most promising. Mr. Homd¢/was supported by « band of amateurs of 
some practice and rare efficiency. More than one of the actors upon 
this occasion acquitted them in a manner that would have been 
credit to them even had they been professionals. The acting 
of Mr. Paul Grave as Desmarets was of this character, and 
earned a well-deserved separate call at the close. The 
Madame de Fontanges of Mrs, B. R. Williams was also good. It was 
not in any sense powerfal, but rather a very even, neat, and intelligible
